Tho undersigned were elected Justices of 


tho Peace, in thu Wards of;tbis city, in whioh 
they; reside, at .tbo'Charter, election, held in 
HIM ?ity, on the first'*Tuesday, in j MareB'ulU 
Tha Cliiirlor provided that tho" term of aU'of- 
fleers elected under, it, should commence on 
tho second Tuesdayjh March".V As tho Char- 
ter does not in terms repenl'tho peneral'law'g 
of thu State in relation to tho qualification of 
.Justices ot' tho Peace, wo had recourse to 
that law to ascertain what was necessary to be 
done by us helbre'cnle'ring upon tho duties of 
our ollieu.

whore repealed, and believing them to bo tlio 
law of the State, we have executed the instru- 
ments,,with our sureties, nnd thev havo bei» 
approved by the Supervisors and' filed, with 
our otilli of ollice, with thu clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Milwaukee County, nml nnoth- 
or oath of office with the clerk of tho'Comtnon 
Council j and thus qualified, wo have, each 
of us, entered upon the discharge of our du- 
ties ns Justice ot the Peaeo, nnd within Ten 
days after receiving notice of our election.

A\ o do not boliovo that tho expression 
11 such other ollicers," used in this Section, 
includes, or was intended to include Justices 
of the Peaceful xvas intended (o apply to suoh 
other officers of the City Government, not 
specially named, ns woro not, by law, re- 
quired to pivo security, before entering upon 
the discharge of their duties. It is believed 
to be a sound rule in the construction of 
Statute:*, that what is apparently within tho 
meaning of tlio Salute, but not expressly so, 
shall bu deemed included, unices incoiiHwt- 
ent with tho provisions-of somo other Statute.' 
This rulo, wo suppose, applies in this case to 
us, nnd that the Common Council would have 
the name right to require the Shorill'to givo 
llond to the city, that tiioy have to require 
ns to. An npt illustration of our views upon 
the construction of this expression, " Such 
other officers," is found in Sec. 3rd, Chap. 
2nd of the City Charter. It is there provid- 
ed that " whenever u vacancy shall occur in 
the office of Mayor or Alderman, such va- 
cancy shall bo filled by n now election, which 
shall bu ordered nnd held within ten days

Wo protest against these resolutions, also, 


because, if legal, wo are subjected to an in- 
dictmunt'and a huavy fine for entering upon 
thu duties of our office before thlt Bond 
therein provided for, was given. The law 
says, "any person elected, .who shall net. as 
a. Justice of tho Peace without having quali- 
fied according to law, knowing that he luis 
not so qualified, shall, on conviction thereof, 
by indictment, be fined in .a sum not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars." 


Wo suppose thorn is but one way to quali- 


fy according to Law, and n qualification not 
according to law, is no qualification. 
"Wo 


deny that wu are obnoxious to the pqmilty 
of this law, for having acted as Justices, with- 
out having qualified, as required by these 
resolutions. 


We mako no complaint of the amount nam- 


ed in tho Resolutions, to bo the penalty of 
tho Bond, or of tho kind of security requir- 
ed,—none whatever,—our sccurotios already 
givou uro immeasurably more onerous—but 
it is to tho power, the right'.of the Common 
Council, to pass any such resolutions to bo 
enforced against us, that wo protest. Silence 
on our part, without a compliance -with the 
terras of tho Resolutions, might be deemed it 
contempt of the proceedings of your honor- 
able body, inconsistent with our respect for 
thu. municipal, government of thu city, nnd 
leaving in doubt our Just rights aiid obirmT- 
tions und tending to draw in question no 
powers and duties of the Common Council, 
i'o tho cud, therefore, that the Common 
Council may rceonsidertho matter, if in their 
judgement, it bo necessary or proper so to do, 
and rescind thcso resolutions, or wo, placuu" 
understiindiiigly, in a position less equivocal 
may finally determine what duty to ourselves 
and the laws of tho Siato require of us in 
tho premise?, wp submit this, our Protest to 
thu resolutions in question, nnd ask that it 
niiiy bo filed .with the other proceedings, in 
thu muttor to wliloh it relate*.

'CABINET Wonir— Among ih'o'p'npcn be- 
fore tho committee to investigate thu accounts 
arid Executive acts of Gov. Dewcy,.orosome 
very, queer documents, tho description * of 
which will givo the public somo insight into 
tho doings of tho' lute Executive behind tho 
curtain.' Gov. De'wey doubtless expected a 
regular succession of Executives liko himself, 
and a subservient .majority in both branches 
of tho Legislature, ready to whitewash all his 
acts for the good of the party. But the best 
laid plans and tbo fondly cherished hopes of 
the most unscrupulous politicians often end in 
bitter disappointment, and Gov. Dewcy is not 
an exception to this rulo. Wo givo a few 
items- as specimens, promising that there are 
" raoro of tlio same sort," undesc'rihcd. 


Gov. Dewoy— liko General Jackson— had 


a Cabinet; not n Kitchen Cabinet) but n sort 
of- Private Cabinet, in the person of Geo- P. 
Dchiplaine, Private Secretary. But, unlike 
Gen. Jackson, it was often quite doubtful 
whether he controlled his Cabinet, or his Cab- 
inet, him. This. Secretary was Prime Ministur 
of the Executive and Financial Departments, 
and the general opinion, among those best in- 
formed, is, that they woro joint partners in 
collecting tho crumbs and drippings which 
fell from tho Executive (able. And the pa- 
pera before thu committee seem to confirm 
this opinion. Ono. thing is certain, Governor 
Dewey is responsible for tho nets of his Pri- 
vate Secretary, done by his consent nnd direc- 
tion, as agunt for the State. 


On tho 2d of August, 1850, Gov. Dewey 


paid his Private Secretary Seventy Dollar*, 
for Wullstood, Benson & Hanks, " in full," 
" for design! ng, drafting and ' engraving seal 
for the State of Wisconsin." The receipt is 
written and signed by Geo. P. Delaplaino, 
and no authority 'appears on the face of the 
receipt, or elsewhere, for his.signing such re- 
ceipt. And for tho payment of this sum, Gov. 
Dowcy 'has charged tho State, under date- of 
Aug. 2d, 1850. 
But thia.Vouchcr is no evi- 


dence that Wullstood, Benson & Hanks had 
been paid this sum, but simply shows that 
Delaplaine had received it. And along with 
this charge, is another of $25, for a. Seal press 
for Clerk of Supremo Court,- for which no 
voucher appeared. Did Dulaplainc pay over 
this money to Wcllston, Benson & Hanks, 
receipted to Gov. Dewey, as the receipt pur- 
ports, on tho 2d day of August, 1850 ? Not 
he 1 But, as the papers, which Mr. Dclapluine 
has last week, for the first time, produced, 
show, he did, on the 31st of December, 1851 
— just before retiring, with Gov. Dewcy, lo 
the shades of privato life — enclose and. send 
n cheek for 805, to. pay. these two bills, and 
on the 21st of January, 1852,.Well.itood, Bun- 
son & Hanks, having received the draft, sign- 
ed the receipts according to Mr. Delaphiine'd 
directions, and. enclosed them to him, by mail. 
Tho receipts show two payments of thu samo 
bill by Gav. Duwoy — ono of $70 to ^Dela- 
plaine, August 2d, 1850, and ono of 870 to 
Wollstood, Benson & Hankn, Jan. 21, 1852. 
And this fuut cannot bo got oveiythat Gov. 
Diiwcy drew from tho .Treasury und paid 
Geo. P. Dulaplaiuc S70, lor Wellstobd, Ben- 
son & Hanks, on tha 2d of- August, 1850, nnd 
tlmt Delaplaino retained or used this money, 
till Due. 31st, 1851 — one year and jive months 
— so long that ho could not forward it to the 
Statu creditors and »ct a receipt for it, till 
some time after his office, expired. 


Wo have room for but. ono more specimen 


of this joint financiering... ----- 
• Ezra L. Varnoy contracted, Aug. 4, 1851, 
for $700, to furnish and lay steps, platforms 
and pavements on' tho cast and west sides of 
tho Capitol, according to certain specifica- 
tions — the work to bo commenced Aug. 7tli, 
and finished Oct. Gib, 1851. 
Oct. 18, 1851, 


Mr. Varney received $300 in part payment 
of tlio contract. 
But thu richest part of this 


trade is tho following guaranty, that tho work 
shall be performed according ^contract, when 
tho work was contracted to bo finished, 'two 
months and twenty-four days before this guar- 
anty teas drafted and signed : 


" I hureby agree, for a valuable considera- 


tion, with the Slate of Wisconsin, that Ezra 
L. Varney shall "finish the work in this con- 
tract named, in a good workmanlike manner, 
according to this contract, to bo accepted by, 
and subject to tho approval 'of Iho Governor. 
" Dated, December 31st, 1851. 


" Gi:0. P. DHLAI'LAINE [SEAL.]" 


Now mark. This vgrccmcnt, date and all, 


is in the hand-writing of Gov.. Dowcy. Tlio 
signature only is DulaplainuV. It was Gov. 
Dewey's bargain, therefore, cither as princi- 
pal or, accessory; And what is the bargain ? 
Why, that in consideration of being pnid fur 
it, Mr. Delaplaino guarantees that Mr-.^Var-, 
ncy shall finish tho work, according ;to?con- 
tract, when that contract required that 'it 
should bo finished Oct. ", 1851— nearly three 
months before this time— and that the Governor 
should accept the work. ' And Gov. Dewcy 
acted as scrivener, in drawing up the agree- 
ment, and probably dictated its terms. ..What 
was the "valuable. consideration" for. which 
the Private Secretary agreed to guarantee the 
completion and acceptance of this job? . The 
fallowing receipts, of tho-samo date,- with -the 
written guaranty, written in Gov. Dowcy's 
own,hand, will-show:

The common idea of a. guaranty, 'or ian in- 


surannej is, that it has reference, to {ho future. 
But here is a guaranty, and a payment for;a 
guaranty, for work to be done,' which the writ- 
ten documents ahow .'has \ '.already. been :''*dono. 
For the receipts in full are'dated on the ume 


day with tlw guaranty, nnd the contract spec! 
fies;that tho contractor is to bo paid in full, 
only when the work is completed. Varnoy 
Jiasjicceived,SG.50, and Dclaphiino S100 more, 
in'full''of yarney's, contract, and something 
else not bargained for, and for aught wu know, 
"hover hail!" The only; reasonable conclusion 
is,'that Delapiaino got 8100 fur signing tho 
agreement—otherwise Vnrney is not yet paid. 
How much of this sum Gov. Dewey got for 
acting .ns scribe in drawing thu papers, and 
consenting to tho arrangement, is a proper 
subject for conjecture. 


It is evident tlmt this Private Secretary has 


been n very convenient agent for the Gov- 
ernor, nnd has figured conspicuously in con 
tingent mutters, making bargains for the Gov- 
ernor, signing receipts and attending to a 
great many little financial jobs. And in re- 
turn, the Governor seems to have been n very 
liberal paymaster, nnd to havo had n strong 
liking for tho "contingent fund." 
Wero a 


thorough examination made of all tha docu- 
ments, wo doubt not that tho Governor and 
his Secretary would appear to havo worked 
lovingly together, in many nn undertaking.
